It has the advantage of 
delivering passengers very 
close to the museums along 
the Mall, and to the Jefferson 
Memorial. Later buses pass

Appeals Still Pending 


The hospital project received approval from both the D. C. 
State Health Planning & Development Agency and the Board of 
Zoning Adjustment in 1999. Appeals are pending against both 
decisions. In addition, the ANC in March filed the latest in a se- 


_ries of protests with the Department of Consumer and Regula- 


tory Affairs because it had declined to issue an environmental im- 
pact statement. The only study was a Department of Health air 
quality assessment which did not include the impact of any new 
building built on the site of the current hospital, nor were five 
nearby building projects included in the study. DCRA officials 
failed to provide a written rationale for their decision, and to notify 
the ANC of the issuance of the permits. Both are legally required. 

In addition to the fencing and placement of construction 
trailers, the first work was the demolition of the curved wall at 
the north end carrying the university’s name. 

The start of construction was trumpeted in a full-page 
Washington Post ad, as well as extensive information on its web 
page, including a “slide show.” Opening is expected in 2002, 
and it will “house 371 beds and employ 1500 professionals sup- 
porting a medical staff of 900 physicians.” 

Of major concern to the community are the large loading 
dock on narrow 24th Street, very close to residences, and added 
traffic and pedestrian congestion on both 23rd and 24th Streets, 
both now at capacity. 


The two appeals in this case are moving slowly 
and are resulting in increasingly large legal bills. 
Contributions are urgently needed to defray 
these expenses, some due to what seems to be 
unnecessary foot-dragging which hurts the 
cases brought by community representatives.

FB Leader 
Charles Farbstein 
Dies 

Charles M. Farbstein, 67, 
a resident of Claridge House 
and former Vice President of 
the Foggy Bottom Associa- 
tion, died April 1 of cancer 
and complications. 

He was an exceptional 
man, with a myriad of inter- 
ests and commitments, who 
on numerous occasions used 
his intelligence and ready wit 
to support, improve and en- 
hance the residential character 
of Foggy Bottom. 

He and his wife, Janet, 
came to Foggy Bottom in 
1979, and have participated in 
neighborhood activities. Both 
were members of the hard- 
working Whitehurst Freeway 
Steering Committee, and vol- 
unteered at GW Hospital in 
the Mended Heart program. 


He served as vice president of 
the Claridge House Board of 
Directors and was elected to 
the FBA Executive Board in 
June 1998. He was elected 
Vice President in June 1999, 
participated in the GWU 
Hospital hearings, but had to 
resign due to his illness. 

Farbstein, prior to his re- 
tirement, worked for the 
Department of Justice, the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
and the Department of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development, 
in their General Counsel’s 
offices. He continued his in- 
terest in legal matters by being 
a volunteer arbitrator or medi- 
ator for the D.C. and Federal 
court systems. A special avoca- 
tion was enjoyment of opera 
and oratorio, especially Handel’s 
music, and he made a dashing 
picture in his flowing formal 
opera cape. 

A native of Philadelphia, 
he attended the University of 
Pennsylvania's Wharton School 
and Law School, and was a 
Woodrow Wilson Scholar at 
Princeton. 

He is survived by his wife 
Janet, two sons, a daughter 
and two grandchildren. At his 
memorial service old and new 
friends related stories of his 
life and wide variety of inter- 
ests, creating a picture of a 
debonair and dedicated hus- 
band, father, co-worker, friend 
and advocate.

Another . resident, Ken 
Durham, has already let the 
BZA know of his concerns, 
and has asked that approval of 
the plan be delayed until 
GWU provides further infor- 
mation. His list of “significant 
omissions” includes the fact 
that GWU has not presented 
any “negative impacts that the 
University has had and will 
have on the Foggy Bottom 
community residents and how 
it plans to minimize those 
negative impacts.” 

Durham also questioned 
the university’s claims of nu- 
merous meetings with the 
community, but provides no 
documentation or summary of 
them. (While GWU = did 
arrange for several meetings 
during 1999, most were taken 
up with recitations of tangen- 
tial matters lacking in 
specifics on their plans. After 
three such meetings, the FBA 
withdrew from them as un- 
productive.) 

According to Durham, 
even the web site’s posting of 
the Campus Plan was flawed, 
missing “significant parts of 
the Plan” and using a format 
which limits access. 

He also scored the plan’s 
exclusion of “any discussion 
of the University’s past actions 
or plans for purchasing, raz- 
ing, and/or converting prop- 
erty immediately outside” the 


campus, which have altered 
and will alter significantly 
“the character of the Foggy 
Bottom Community.” 


Final Order Should 
Include Conditions 


The BZA may, as a part 
of its final order, set forth con- 
ditions for its approval of 
the plan. Durham asked for 
inclusion of eight conditions, 
several of which deal with 
negative impacts on the com- 
munity. Another request was 
that GWU “make a commit- 
ment to regularly and honestly 
include the community in its 
decision-making process,” and 
also that an advisory commit- 
tee of community members be 
formed which would hold 
quarterly meetings with the 
University. 

Summing up, Durham 
asked that the BZA require 
the university to operate as 
federal agencies and compa- 
nies must, and to “make its 
decision-making transparent.” 
Indicating his pleasure in hav- 
ing the college nearby, he 
shared his disappointment 
about “the manner it fre- 
quently treats the community, 
its continued razing of prop- 
erty outside the campus 
boundaries, its lack of open- 
ness and understanding, and 
its lack of willingness to fully 
partner with the community.”

I had no 
idea. With all that, then, we 
should feel no pain as GWU 
continues to steamroll the 
Foggy Bottom community? 

— “GW to continue to be 
such a positive presence in the 
community. . . .” Continue? 
There’s a lot of missing infor- 
mation here. . . . 

—“. . . The University has 
demonstrated such a strong 
interest in working with the 
community. .. .” Tf “talk” is the 
measure of demonstration, 
GWU has done an excellent job. 

—“... Its in our best in- 
terest to work together to help 
the Foggy Bottom, West End 
and GW communities flour- 
ish.” “Flourish” in this context 
must mean “GWU growth,” 
right? It’s difficult to envision 
the non-GWU Foggy Bottom 
community flourishing in the 
wake of GWU’s excesses. 

Of course, the letter that a 
number of us will send to the 
BZA will not be a joke, and will 
reflect the true sentiments of 
many Foggy Bottom residents. 

These are some of my ob- 
servations, similar to my 
neighbors, upon which I judge 
GWU. These are not all-inclu- 
sive. I don’t have the time— 
the list is too long. 

(a) The former hotel I see 
from my residence that re- 
cently became a GWU dormi- 
tory overnight . . . ; 

(b) the plight of Columbia 
“Please-Don’t-Call-It-A- 
Dorm” Plaza... ; and 

(c) GWU’s attempts to 
further sprawl by unnecessar- 
ily rebuilding its hospital, 
which it would lead to believe 
the community needs when, 
in fact, GWU’s greatest con- 
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cern is for the interests of its 
medical school and its busi- 
ness venture. 

[Campus] plans can be 
made to look good, can be ab- 
sent of information that dis- 
closes true intentions, and can 
be deceptive. And plans (hon- 
est ones, that is) are only as 
good as they are honored and 
executed. On’one hand, they 
should not necessarily be “in 
cement” but, on the other, 
they should not be violated for 
selfish, one-sided reasons. 
And we certainly have learned 
a lot about that, havent we?

Don Tobey is sincere in 
his views, and often speaks 
and writes on the subject of 
improving public schools and 
in support of GW. He recently 
wrote a letter commenting 
that Maryland and Virginia 
would welcome the payroll of 
this university. Unfortunately, 
it is quite likely that Maryland 
and Virginia DO welcome the 
wages their many, many resi- 
dents who are GWU employ- 
ees take home. 


“GW Buys 
White House” 


The April Fool’s issue of 
The GW Hatchet reported the 
purchase of 89% of the White 
House by GW for use “as resi- 
dence hall space for next 
year’s exceedingly large fresh- 
man class.” The article stated 
that some executive branch 
activity will remain there, but

Profile: 
Henry Spruks

At an early age the only 
son of H. Charles and Margaret 
-Spruks, Henry Spruks, was 
meeting dignitaries such as 


President and Mrs. Franklin 
Delano . Roosevelt, H.R.H. 
Elizabeth and George VI of 
England, as well as two young 
princes from Saudi Arabia who 
would become King Faisal and 
King Khalid bin Abdul. Young 
Henry’s father, Charles Spruks, 
was Coordinator of Inter- 
American Affairs for the State 
Department. Born March 13, 
1929, and now 71 years of age, 
Henry has autographed photos 
from those years. 

As a youth, Henry spent 
summer vacations in 1945 and 
1946 as an ordinary seaman 
on a banana boat in the 
Dominican Republic. Later he 
would return to the sea, but in 
the meantime his parents di-

His dinner 
partners report that his com- 
pany is stimulating. He enjoys 
sketching, writing poetry and 
attending concerts. Henry is 
also an Honorary Member of 
the Press Club as well as the 
Washington Canoe Club.

If you listen carefully, 
you Il hear the faintest echo of 
Barbados when Reverend 
Kirtley Yearwood speaks. The 
new rector of St. Mary’s 
Episcopal Church on 23rd 
Street left his home country at 
17, and has lived in enough 
different U. S. cities ‘to alter 
but not remove that accent. 

The 38-year old Episcopal 
priest knew from the age of 4, 
“like the prophet Jeremiah,” 
that he was called to the priest- 
hood. But when he was 12 a 
soccer injury confined him to a 
wheelchair for.a year and 
turned his attention to medi- 
cine. After attending Tuskegee 
Institute in Alabama, getting a 
master’s in public health at the 
University of Oklahoma, he re- 
ceived his medical degree and 
served his internship at the 
University of Arkansas. He 
then traveled north, and after 
completing his residency in 
pathology at—what a coinci- 
dence!—George Washington 
University Hospital, he en- 
rolled in a New York seminary. 

Father Yearwood stated 
that he uses his medical train- 


‘ing every day in his ministry, 


drawing heavily on his experi- 
ences when he visits the ill. It 
helps him “to get where they 
really are,” and was a great 
preparation for his work. 

His plans for the church 
are already under way: a 7:15 
a.m. prayer service for those 
who work in the area (the 
time might be changed); 
preservation of this early 
African-American Episcopal 
presence, but promoting it as 
a community church, espe- 
cially for those who work 
nearby; continuing and en- 
hancing St. Mary’s tradition of 
“glorious music.” During Lent 
a worship, musical and fellow-

ship service was held each 
Wednesday, including making 
a light lunch available in the 
church’s courtyard garden, 
weather permitting. 

Styling himself as “a litur- 
gist and very Anglo-Catholic,” 
the music tradition at St. 
Mary’s will mirror that high- 
church tradition, evidenced by 
services such as Tenebrae dur- 
ing Holy Week. St. Mary’s 
beautiful Stations of the Cross, 
either della Robbia or in that 
style, have been taken down 
for the duration of the build- 
ing construction next door. 

He will also have to con- 
centrate on the physical plant, 
the historic church and the 
rectory, both projects which 
will _ involve fund-raising. 
When asked about his family, 


he replied that “I’m not mar- 
ried yet, but hope to be.” 
Yearwood currently lives in an 
apartment while the rectory is 
being renovated, expressed re- 
gret that the houses formerly 
in that block are gone, and 
that his back yard, which faces 
the new dormitory, “has a lit- 
tle bit of a different feeling be- 
cause there’s no privacy there.” 
His official “institution” 
as rector will take place May 31, 
with the Bishop of Washington 
in attendance. The preacher on 
that occasion will be Father 
Richard Martin, formerly rec- 
tor of St. Paul’s Church on K 
Street, who was one of his 
mentors. He hopes many in 
the community will share the 
ceremony as well, and the re- 
ception which will follow.
